Czech Riots 
Killed 4, 
277 Wounded

PRAGUE (AP) - Czechoslo- 


vakia's Communist government 
says four persons were killed 
and 277 wounded—including 246 
troops 
and 
police—in 
last 


week's violence in Bohemia and 
Moravia. It reports 1,893 were 
arrested, 
1,797 others 
were 


questioned. 


No figures were given for Slo- 


vakia. 


hospital checks by newsmen 


gave higher totals for the dead 
and wounded among the demon- 
strators who poured into city 
streets on the first anniversary 
of the Soviet Invasion. 


The government said Monday 


night four demonstrators were 
killed, not five as It had an- 
nounced. But newsmen had es- 
tablished four deaths in Prague, 
the capital, and another four in 
Brno, the nation's second larg- 
est city. 


Property damage in three 


days of disturbances in Prague 
totaled approximately $250,000, 
while in Brno it was reckoned at 
$187,500, the Interior Ministry 
said. 


The government said 78 for- 


eigners were picked up, Inclid- 
ing 19 Americans. It did not say 
if any were held after question- 
ing.

** The Nixon administration is 
seeking to dispel any idea that 
the nation will have a financial 
windfall for domestic programs 
when the Vietnam war ends. 


It sees the possibility that de* 


fense 
spending 
after 
peace 


comes may even be higher than 
it is now. 


President Nixon's urban af* 


fairs adviser, Daniel P. Moyni* 
nan, said Monday "there is not 
likely to be anything like the 
free resources we had hoped 
for." 


"We're not going to have the 


dream world people thought aft- 
er the war is over," Moynihan 
said. 


He gave this assessment after 


a 
three-hour 
Urban 
Affairs 


Council meeting with Nixon at 
the Western White House, devot- 
ed to a detailed analysis of what 
the American economy can be 
expected to do over the next 
five fiscal years and the ques- 
tion of national priorities on 
spending. 


In preparing for the transition 


to a peacetime economy, Nixon 
called for a study by a group 
headed by Dr. Herbert Stein of 
the Coincil of Economic Advis- 
ers. It was their report that the 
Urban Council took up Monday 
at the longest meeting it lias 
held. 


Asked if he could elaborate on

why the money now being spent 
on Vietnam, would not be avail* 
able for peaceful purposes after 
the war ends, he said! "Hhink 
tire real accurate question is: 
'Who thought It was going to be 
in the first place?'" 


Moynihan said "we see a 


country that Is strong and pros- 
pering and going to become 
stronger and more prosperous 
but we also see a country that 
has a lot of problems today be* 
cause, 10, 15 years ago this ef- 
fort to anticipate change and 
make decisions about priorities 
did not occur," 


Moynihan noted that there are 


bullMn expenditures in the na- 
tion's budget that are constantly 
Increasing, such as Medicare 
and education. The new welfare 
programs Nixon has proposed 
and expects Congress to pass, 
he said, will add billions. 


He pointed to the $4.2 billion 


family 
assistance 
program, 


revenue'Sharlng with states and 
cities expected to reach $5 bil- 
lion a year by 1975, and a mass 
transit program at a 12-year 
cost of $10 billion. 


He said the Defense Depart- 


ment also will have to replace 
some resources depleted by the 
Vietnam war. 


Asked whether he was leaving 


open the possibility of a larger 
defense budget after the war, 
Moynihan said "by definition 
that is a possibility, yes." 


Moynihan said a January eco- 


nomic report issued under the 
Johnson administration which 
anticipated some $22.5 billion 
would be available within 18 
months after the end of the Viet- 
nam hostilities "simply was not 
realistir."

with a rallying cry for defense 
of the Islamic faith. 


No matter who or what start- 


ed the blaze at the site of one of 
the most holy monuments to 
Mohammed, it can be blown up 
into yet another cause for the 
Arabs. 


What Moslems choose to con- 


sider the defilement of a sacred 
shrine can evoke ancient Arab 
dreams of glory and power and 
the heroic figure of ,Salah ad- 
Din—Salad in—the 12th century 
conqueror who drove the Chris- 
tian unbelievers out of holy Je- 
rusalem and restored the city to 
Islam. 


The neo 
st thing the Arabs 


h$ve now to Saladin is Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic. When 
crowds at the site of the fire 
chanted "Nass-er! Nass-erl" 
many may have been yearning 
for a new hero who once again 
would drive the unbeliever out 
of Jerusalem. 


Nasser, who came within an 


ace of being toppled from his 
lofty perch after the June 1967 
debacle of Egyptian arms, has 
been talking like a new Saladin 
but an eminently cautious one. 


In a speech last month he de- 


clared that Arabs were on the 
verge of a new stage of the "lib- 
eration war." 


"We, brothers, have resolved 


to fight to regain our land," he 
declared. "We consider that this 
is not only a right but a duty for 
every one of us," 


"Jihad" is defined as a duty 


in the Islamic faith. But it 
sounds more ferocious than it 
really is. The philosophy is elas- 
tic, permitting wide latitude in 
interpretation. Basically the Ko- 
ran, the Moslems' bible, stress, 
es peace, and Jihad as bloodlet- 
ting in the name of religion is a 
last resort. Jihad, indeed, can 
be performed simply by talking 
or thinking about it. 


While the situation could get 


out od control, a number of 
things stand in the way of uni^ 
fied Arab effort against Israel. 


For one thing, Arab disunity 


is chronic. There is only one 
real unifying factor, and that is 
the existence of Israel. Other- 
wise, the area's leadership is 
Jaced heavily with mistrust and 
suspicion. 


Russians spent $2 billion since 


1967 requipping and retraining 
Arab forces. Having seen a sim- 
ilar amount of hardware go up 
in smoke two years ago, Mos- 
cow is likely to be more careful 
this time with its advice. 


Nasser has been warning Ar- 


abs that there is a long road 
ahead toward "liberation." Per- 
haps his Soviet friends are ad- 
vising him that the road is bet- 
ter long than short. Moscow has 
plenty to keep it absorbed else- 
where, including its China fron- 
tier, and is unlikely to relish a 
big-power confrontation in the 
Middle East at this time. 


If the new Saladin in Cairo be- 


gins sounding too tough, Mos- 
cow has the authority, if it 
chooses, to restrain him.

Pentagon Money for a 
Study of Dreams and 
Sleep May Be Cut Off

Pentagon may lose millions of 
dollars in research projects be- 
cause of a ;new Senate ban on 
outlays for 'military studies of 
such subjects as sleep and 
dreams and how to create a

Mansfield of Montana is aimed 
at Pentagon research in areas 
which have scant bearing on the 
military's job. 


The provision was adopted al-
